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HORSE WARRANTY. 


OnarMan v. BAcon.—This was a case in dispute as to the * warranty” 
of a horse, the facts elicited being as follows :—Mesers. Matthewa and 
Moir conducted the case for the plaintiff, while Mr. Cave appeared 
for the defendant.—The plaintiff, who was a large horse dealer at 
Cheltenham, bad purchased a grey mare of the defendant, who was 
afarmer and horse breeder in Yorkshire, for £90, takiug at the time 
the following warranty :--‘f Mr. Ohapman has this day bought of me 
a grey mare for £90, warranted sound, free from vice, no crib biter, 
roarer, or wind sucker.” Upon tbe arrival of the mare at tho plaintiff's 
stables she was placed in a loose box with an iron manger, and trained 
fora hunter. The plaintiff afterwards sold her to Colonel Kingycote 
as a hunter for the Prince of Wales. She hurt her 
leg as Colonel Kiugscote was riding ber, and she 
was then put into a stall with a wooden manger, 
and then it was discovered that she was a * crib 
biter.” Colonel Kingscote, returned the mare to the 
plaintiff, who sent information to the defendant, who 
wrote to the plaintiff stating that he had never 
known her guilty of this vice, although he had bred 
her. ‘lhe parties corresponded for ome time on the 
subject, and ultimately she waa put up for sale by 
auction, and brought £90 6., the defendant himpelf 
purchasing her, The sum now sought to be reco- 
vered was £17 14s. 9d., being the amount of keep 
and expenses. ‘The only question Dow was whether 
or not the mare was an ** accomplished” crib biier, 
as they expressed themselves, When horses were 
lying idle they got into a habit of erib biting for 
amusement, ‘The plaintiffs groom sw some symp- 
toms of the vice before the sale to Colonel King»- 
cote, but did not tell his master. After her return 
from Colonel Kingscote’s she was put into a stall 
with a wooden manger, and then the vice was 
apparent. Sometimes a horse would not crib bite 
before a stranger, or when placed in a fresh slable, 
-—Colonel Kingecote, Master of the Horse to the 
Prince of Wales, slated that he had purehased tho 
mare of the plaintiff. She was pub in a loose box, 
where there was nothing for her to lay bold of. Hoe 
rode her the next day, when she struck hor leg, avd 
was laid up for tome days. She was then placed in 
a stall, In consequence of something his groom 
told bim ho went| to the stable and saw the mare 
“crib bite.” Ho returned her at once to the plaintiff. 
She did not appoar to be anew beginner. She was 
a high spirited mare, and very nervous.—The case 
of the defeudent was that the mare had vever been 
known to bite her crib during the time she was in 
his possession, and thatshe was a high bred spirited 
mare, who had never been out of his possession. 
—-Wituesses were called for the defence.—Tho jury 
returned a verdict for the defendant, 


MR. GEORGE DAWSON ON ATHLETIC 
SPORTS. 


At a meeting beld in Birmingham on Monday 
fast it was resolved to establish a gymnasium on a 
large scale. Mr. George Dawson was one of tho 
speaker and said some 'years back, among Bome 
classes in thecountry, there was a feeling that il 
they looked after men’s souls, they should take very 
little care for their bodies. Thai, thoy said, was a 
mere sublunary matter—it was hardly worth while 
to trouble themselves about it. ‘Then they had all 
that talk about the blessings of affliction, by which 
they meant their own little miserable indisposi- 
tions and illnesses, not considering tho real burdens 
of life, thinking of no lost love, no broken friend. 
ship, aud {all the great troubles incidental to this 
short life ofgours. Preachers went on drivelling 
about the true blessings of affliction, until at last a 
man camo to look upon illness as almost a matter 
of necessity for himself, Now, happily, we camo 
to understand this—the greater part of the time a 
man lost in illness wag owing to his own fault. It 
was his own blame in the majority of cases. In the 
large number Of cases the illness was the result 
either of wilful violation of known laws, or of the 
jgnorance of those laws. There were twelve hours 
in the day during which © man might work; and 
the sooner they attended to the observance of those 
conditions, the- sooner they should be able to 
employ those whole twelve hours during which 
aman should be able to work. They must seo what 
a great blessing it was to have a sound mind in 
a sound body. They found it was very hard for 
u man to be very good when he was ‘sick; ac- 
quaintance with sick beds made known to a man the 
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| lower form of human nature~ilsmeanness its littleness. Those who had 
| most to do withsick people know that it was a great tax upon human 
charity to have them sometimes Pouring out by the hour their com- 
plaints, and telling them what a bad night they had hud. There were 
many who said a walk in the country was good for health, But 
| walk in the country was notall they wanted. They might go into 
the country crooked, have out “their walk and come back as 
crooked as they went. That would not regulate the human figure, or 
give it that development essential to life and sound health. Let them 
remember that young MeN 88 & rule did not much care for the scenery of 
the country. A young man would rather at apy time fo into a gym- 
nasiua for healthful exercise than he would take a walk amidst the 
loveliest econvry in the country.) ,That was all very,wellfor staid men 
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like themselves, but those in the firat bloom of manly vigour wanted 
something else, To provide a gymnasium for meeting the waut they 
had recognised, he believed the only way open was to adopt the prin- 
ciple of association. He had had an experimental acquaintaincs with 
the matter, having in hia youth practised athletic sports; and he attri- 
buted to that his comparative freedom from illness, a good big chest, 
with plenty of steam in it, and one of the greatest blessings God conld 
give & man—unbroken courage, For physical courage was a result of 
athletic exercises, It was hard to bea braye man and a siolr man; to 
be a cheerful man, and at the same time a dyspeptical man. Tt was 
better that they should promote those athletic sports, if they were to 
make their men well-formed—if they were to make them a better 
shape; for they might depend upon it that the more’ handsome men 
. they had so would they diminish the danger of 
those few who were handsome,

** sehooling” the youngaters, and we are glad to find that the stables 
are free from any dread epidemte, Breeders are anxious, for the 
time of foaling is at hand, and sabsoription lists for the stud harems 
are rapidly closing, 

During the leisure hours of the past ten days or so, backers of 
horses generally, and bookmakers too, have experienced much 
pleasure from the perusal of the several pamphlets on the Derby, 
and other pending great threa-ye-old rages, jyat published by Apants, 
Benson, Junux, SHepyToy, and Watmsyuy. They are carefully and 
cleverly written, and the argumentative pros aad cons, anent this or 
that horge, evince the soundest judgment and atrictest impartiality, 
Qur readers will materially benefit from a perusal of these pages, 
and, aa ‘ keys” are appended to each race by the several writers, 
the latest ‘ i is ensured, Reports from training quarters are 
also given, and savoue of good practical knowledge a usefulness, 
Batty, M'Catn, and Wricur have also produced their calendars 
of races past, and we may congratulate them upon their general 
wecuracy, Of course, in the hurry of compilation and publication, a 
few errors bave crept in; but even the Mesara, WEATHERRY are not 
immaculate in this respect. A calendar exclusively devoted to 
steeplechasing, is, we hear, in contemplation; and we trust the 
spomulation will prave more successful than those of Corser and 
OSBORNE, 

_ Rustic has become an immense favourite for the Derby, and The 
Student continues the market premier for the 'l'wo Thousand Guineas, 
We are not surprised about the change for the Surrey, but the New- 
murket one somewhat “staggera” us, Because Lord Lyon has been 
supplanted hy these two horses in the quotation lists, it must not be 
inferred that there is anything the matter with him. Those who have 
bauked him for the Rowley Mile contest will not regret it, for he is 
doing a8 Well a8 any horse in training, and his apecd is undeniably 
fiint-claes, for we know that be hag privately beaten Gardevisure 
threy lengths at even weights. Nevertheless we have our misgivings 
that he will be out of his element when he attempts to get the extra 
half mile at Epsom, for he cannot stay ; and we are convinced that 
Dover will get very little improvement out of him upon last year's 
form, Rustic, on the contrary, like Redan, was never near fit last 
season, and he is sure to be brought out a much superior animal next 
seagon to what we have ever seen of him, for it is no secrat at Dane, 
bury that he gave Master Richard hig guietus at only 12lb differense, 
If he could do that when he was half prepared merely, what will he 
do after a good wintering?

are those who contend that the Leicestershire Squire now re.

War will be right enough to show ip the Column, for which, how. 
ever, Young Monarque and Crown Prince are almost sure to have a 
cut in, from which we shall be enabled to glean how far they have 
improved, Vespasian, Mount Palatine, Bertie, Chibisa, and 
Magician, might strip at Northampton ; and one or two others at 
Bath; but it is almost certain that the Bribery and Midsummer 
colta, as well ay Knight of the Creacont, will be reserved for the 
Blue Riband.

Since sorrow is the lot of man, it is as well to treat our blighted 
hopes, our gathering cares and dying ambitions, with philosophical 
ine erent and pass on to the future. A bilious gentleman wrote 
that “‘There is nothing new, and nothing true, and that it don’t 
much better ;”’ and if we could set ourselves to work by this com- 
fortable theory, we might very readily look back with indifference 
and look forward with a supercilions smile ; but unhappily or happily, 
aa the reader pleases, there are things new, there are things true, 
and it matters considerably ; and so it is neeessary that we set our- 
selves down to the task of scanning over thia dying year, and of 
looking boldly into the one so near at hand. Primarily then, let us 
say that the last twelve months must be looked upon ag satisfactory 
in the annals of civilized nations. That terrific strife that raged 80 
fiercely at this season last year on the other side of the Atlantic has 
ended, and if we except one or two minor struggles that scarcely 


excite attention, the whole world is at peace, anc slavery is dead. . 


This is a gladsome item to chronicle, and, thank Heaven,’ its joyous 
effect isnot marred by any event calculated to throw a gloom about 
us. True, we have lost some men whom we had grown to look upon 
as necessary to the well-being of Europe, the most conspicuous 
being King Leoroip and Lord Paumersrton, but we still observe that 
the political mirror retlecta an unruffled surface, and that things 
move much as they wera wont, Time seems to haye pasged when 
individual men of mark could produce any serious impression on the 
councils of nations. That adyancing power, Public Opinion, seems 
to have the potent voice now, and the march of intelligence gives to 
the million the sway once exercised bya great man in offiee, No 
one can regret it, At home we can look upon a picture af peace and 
prosperity ; and had not the Rinderpest made such sad havoe with 
our herds, weshould have but little cause to complain, Trade is flourish- 
ing, there is general content, and we have escaped that horrible 
scourge, the Cholera, which has brought so much misery to the Con- 
tinent. The Lancashire distress is now completely a thing of the 
past, and we appear to be enjoying a most blissful epoch. To come 
closer home, we can look upon those branches of the pusiness of life 
to the interests of which this Journal is specially devoted with un- 
mixed satisfaction, The drama and the health-giving sports of Old 
England never flourished more cheerily, It seems to us that the 
most rapid way of realising a fortune is to open an elegant theatre or 
music hall. We look in vain for any indication of want of suecesg in 
any of our imetropolitan establishments. Since last Christmas all the 
theatres have had an extraordinary run of good luck. Pieces, and 
truth to tell, very bad pieces, have hit the public very hard at most of 
the|west-end houses, and ‘‘ unparalleled runs” have been quitecommon. 
On the spot where stood the old Surrey Theatre a gorgeous new edifice 
has been reared, and the little oven, known as the Strand, has given 
place to one of the most tasteful and best ventilated theatres in London, 
and both have been opened with eclat, Mr. Stranar has worked 
wonders at the Alhambra, now one of the most complete and excel- 
lent places of entertainment in Europe, and the Oxford Music Hall 
and Mr. German Rexp are to be congratulated for introducing to the 
British public the most popular’ music of the century—that of 
OrvenpacH. Drury Lane has been true to its traditions, and has 
revived Shakesperian pieces with great magnificence. The Standard 
too has allied itself to the legitimate drama in an unmistakeable 
manner, No old favourites have been taken from us, but the last 
twelye months have established among us severalnew ones, There 
is Mr. Jeyrenson, at the Adelphi, an actor of rare ability ; Mr. 
Domisiok Murray, of the Princess’s, a man of sterling talent ; Mr. 
James Store, of the Strand, one of the best character actors of the 
day ; and Messrs, Hang and Baworort, of the Prince of Wales's, who 
have established most enviable names, by their admirably graceful 
and anti-conventional styles. But where are the playwrights? It 
would appear that'they do not “Ycrop up" very frequently, for, with 
the exception of Mr, Reece, we note no new name in the list of 
dramatic authors. Mr. Reeor has written the libretto of a little 
opera and « burlesque for the New Royalty, and both are successes. 
We Congratulate Mr, Reeor, the more especially as the only one 
who presents himself for congratulation, The old familiar names 
appear to but few noteworthy productions, and it appears that our 
dramatic authors are taking a good long rest upon their oars, Of 
course the pantomimes of this year excel those of all other years, and 
by turning over our pages this week the reader will see what a long 
list of unequalled treats there is waiting to be discussed. And so the 
dramatic year ends as well as could be desired. And now come our 
sporta, What haye we to eay about them? Simply that they wear 
their usual healthy aspect, Cant has not killed them, Bigotry 
cannot suppress them ; they go as merrily aa heretofore, and the 
statistion of the year will praye how widely the love of equine sport 
is apreading. At home it is developing the most gigantic propor- 
tions, gnd abroad we see it making ita appearance wherever 
thera is a bit of green turf to be adapted for the purpose. 
Aquatios have heen a most prominent feature of the year, and 
the defeat of CHawpers by Kentry mark an epoch in rowing. 
Pedgstrianism has lost one of its moat enthusiastic promoters in poor 
Gkongu Manin, but the year has been mada extraordinary by 
several unexampled contests. The Ring iy on its trial, and so it 
may be as well to say nothing of it until the coming ordeal is 
passed, The Cricket season was not altogether satisfactory, it was 
impossible to mark any dimunition in the interest taken in the game. 
Other sports have all been well patronised, and if we cannot 
announce the appearance of any new stars we can congratulate the 
old performers on their efforts—efforts which have brought to a 
successful issue the season of 1863. And now for this coming 
year! Shall it not be a brilliant one? It is said so, and rumour 
hints that the Query herself will lead a season which she has 
expressed @ hope may be a truly gay one. ‘his is hrave news, 
and is of itself a fine omen for the New Year, As far a4 human 
discernment can divine, we may look forward to a downright happy 
and prosperous New Year, for there is no cloud, not even a speck 
to dim the horizon, and so, let us rub out our old cares from the 
tablets of our minds and learn to look hopefully, trustfully, into 
the future!

HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

After asojournin England of somewhat more than two years, 
Miss Bateman gave a farewell performance at this theatre on the 
Friday evening of last week, and took occasion to deliver a short 
valedictory address. She chose Shakespeare's Juliet aa the chara- 
ter in which to make her last appearance. As it is understood that 
Miss Bateman, after performing for a short period in America, re- 
tires into private life, English criticism upon her latest performance 
will be of little consequence to her. A record of the fact of her 
having taken final leave of the English stage is, in fact, as much as 
is called for by the event. With the exception of her Leah, Miss Bate- 
man has no triumph to boast; her Juliet certainly would not have 
served to increase her reputation, had she appeared in the character 
at anearlier period, After the tragedy—in which sho was assisted by 
Mr. J. Cowper, as Romeo, Mr, Howe as Mercutio, Mr, Basil Potter 
as Friar Lawrence, and Mrs. Henry Marston as the Nurse, Mr. 
T’. Williams’s comedietta of ‘* Little Daisy’ was played, introducing 
two clever younger sisters of Miss Bateman, apparently eleven, and 
twelve years of age. Miss Bateman then delivered the following 
address, which was several times interrupted by loud and long-con- 
tinued applause: “Ladies and Gentlemen—It is always a sad hard 
task to bid good bye tu friends. Can you wonder that it is very 
difficult for me.to utter-—not the simulated woes of @ stage heroine, 
but the earnest expreasion of wha I feel in addressing, for the last 
time, an audience from whom I have received so warm a welcome 
and in such indulgent kindness that [ shall always speak and think 
of you aa friends? While I say this ‘I think on more than [ behold.’ 
It is not alone the London pyblic to whom I wish to record my 
deep indebtedneas, In every place I have visited—Liverpool, Bir- 
mingham, Dublin, Glayow, Manchester, Bath, and Bristel—the 
most libagal patronage, the most wnequivocal success, has met me. 
But morg than all, a social welcome, so genial, so heartfels, that I 
forgot I was only a stranger and @ sojourner, and’ have learned to 
cherish with ctionate regret the remembrance of scones: for 
ever associated with so much generous kindness. I all probability I 
shall see then; ‘no more, [return to my native country—to 


’ that public that ee cherished my dawning abilities, to the scene 


which carly aasogiation has endeared to me, But the joyous thought 
of my welcome does not overmaster the deep sadness of my farewell. 
Your great past hea sung of ' benefits forgot.’ This will not be of 
them.

; ROYAL ENGLISH OPERA, 

It cannot ba gratifying te the Directors of the Royal English 
Opera to find seit hit success in the Pantomime which they have 
superadded tg thelp operatic programme ; if they tind, however, 
that the pradyction of this kind of entertainment is necessary ta guard 
their exchequer from too great a loss on the trading of their season, 
we can , wish that they had not encountered the need of resorting 
to soak ifeseate, Tho public—that is to aay, the general public— 
like spectacular entertainments, there is no denying ; and at Covent 
Garden, now as of old, when more ‘‘ legitimate” performances wera 
nominally given, they may be certain of witnessing a show at once 
gorgeous and beantifal in the Christmas piece annually provided by 
the English Opera Directors. This year they have gone to Mr. K. L. 
Blanchard, the leader of our pantomime writers, who has furnished 
them with a canvas on which they have caus: da splendid picture-story 
to be wrought by the combined efforts of a troop of cunning artists, 
each excellent in his, or her domain of art. Tho subject selected for 
treatment is the oft-treated ‘* Aladdin, or the Wonderfal Lamp,” dear 
to readers of Galland’s ‘ Arabian Nights ;” and it has been handled 
with great skill by Mr. E. L, Blanchard, who has adapted his design 
so.aa to make it aybserve the purpose of calling into play the enormous 
resources of tha thastre in which it was to bs presented, scenic, panto- 
inimie, choreographic, and musical, He has worked with success as 
Well as skill, and the resnlt—though it may not correspond with that 
of last season's spectacle, which owed so much of its popularity to the 
dancing of Donato—will, we can hardly doubt, justify the Directors 
for the immense éxpenditure they have incurred in placing his piece 
upon the stage as perfectly as possible. ‘The story of the ‘* Arabian 
Nights” is followed by Mr. Blauchard about as closely as it had pro- 
viously been by Mr. H. J. Byron, in his well-remembered burlesque. 
Substituting Miss Rachael Sanger for Miss Maria Wilton, the Aladdin 
of the Pantomime is not vastly unlike in complexion the Aladdin of 
the burlesque,—a Scapegrace, saucy, bat yet graceful and winning 
gamin, for whom the doting affection of his widowed-mother is per- 
fectly natural. To say that the magician, Abanaza, is played by 
Mr. 'W. H, Payne, is—at all events when addressed to amateura of 
pantomime—equal to saying that he is darkly, deeply, quintessen- 
cially, the most magician-like of magicians. In the first scene we are 
introduced to the cavernous abode of this dread personage, who learns 
from the “pregt Djin” Bojhee (Mr. Lingham), whom he hag sum- 
moned to hia pressnoe by an incantation of inexpressible potency, of 
the existence of the “ Wonderful Lamp,” which ha is, howaver, 
forbidden to seize with hig own hands, the feat being reserved for a 
‘poor and friendless youth,” in search of whom ho at once gots 
out, and whom he finds jn the person of Aladdin in the following 
scene. This seene introduces us to a surprisingly bright, bustling, 
and altogether fairy story-like picture of street-life in Qanton. 
Aladdin is playing with a crowd of street boys, flying kites, batting 
shuttlecocks, and in a hundred other ways diverting themselves, 
Hera Absnaza presents himself to the widow of Ching Chang (Mr, 
Charles Steyne), 98 the brother of her lata husband, and wins Aladdin, 
for the purposa of making him a cat’s-paw in the seizure of the magia 
lamp. Tho scane also serves for the oxhibition of a aplendid ballet, 
the principal performers of which are M. Desplaces, by whom all tha 
dances have been arranged, and Mdlles Duchateau, Montero, and 
Pancaldi, who wore applauded loudly, a pas seul by M. Desplaces 


being honoured with an enthusiastig encore, Then follows the scene 
of the enchanted cavern, in which there is « farther exhibition of 
dancing by the Mdlles Borelli snd Caray, and a crowd of coryphees 
and male dancers, whose tasteful dresses ani ingenious evolatia 
produce 4 charming effect on the beholder. Hera Aladdin, by the he 
af a dumb slave named Kazrac (Mr. Fred. Payne), a creature of ths 
magician, who betrays his master and attaches himself to the adventur- 
gus youth, the lamp is secured. flow Aladdin falls suddenly in love 
with the Princsss Badrouloadour (Miss Blanche Elliston), and marries 
her, and how Abanaza gots possession of the lamp, and. causes the 
palaces of the young couple to be transported on the shoulders 
of a mighty effret, must ba seen to be realised, The flying 
palace is really a wonderful piece of scanic and mechanical 
gontrivance, almost sufticient in itself to make tha success of the 
pantomime ; but nothing to the. final soane, in which, after the 
magician has been overcome by the superior powers of the Genius of 
the Ring, Aladdio’s bride is restored to him, and ho is left in not to 
bo further disturbed, possession ot her aud of his wondrous lamp. 
Hardly any written description of Mr, T. Grieve’s magniticent 
‘*Transformation Scene” coald do justice to its brilliancy and beauty ; 
it is ona of those deyaloping scenes of which the changes mount from 
surprise to surprisa, and has, possibly, never béen surpassed for tue 
Jargeness of its combinations and the splendour of its general effect. 
Jn the harlequinade which follows, Mr. Fred. Payne is the Harlequin, 
Mdile, Esta the Columbine, Mr, Harry Payue the Clowa, and Mr. 
Paul Herring the Pantaloon, ‘Thera ara several good seenes in this 

art of the entertainment; and the music by Mr. W. H. Montgomery 
is capital of its kind, The Royal English Opera Pantomime is, 
beyond doubt, a great success, 


HAYMARKET. : 

The reception given to Mr, Sothern on his return to this theatra on 
Taesday avening was enthusiastic in the extreme, and his performancs 
of Dundreary’s almost equally popular Brother Sam, was applauded 
as loudly ag ifthe charactor had been entirely naw to the audience. 
The novelty of the evening was a version by Mr. J. R, Plaache of the 
now wall-known ‘Orphee aux Bnfers’' of the Boutles Parisiens, ic- 
trodaced in dramatic form for the first time in this country, and now 
called ‘ Orpheus in the Haymarket.” At the Music Halls, the music 
of Offenbach, to which the extraordinary success of the operetta in 
France and Germany is mainly due, has long been popular, and, even 
with all allowance made for shorteomings in the way of execution by 
the singers of the Haymarket piece, there is every probability that the 
complets pisco will be as much relished as the morcenux given at the 
Oxtord and Canterbury Halls have been, While closely following the 
libretto of the French dramatist, M. Hector Cremienx, Mr. Plancie 
may claim the merit of entire originality for his libretto ; he has not 
only ‘*ran” the original prose “ into rhyme,” bat he has adorned it 
thronghont with emanations from his own bright and refined wit, and 
it may be ncsepted as ong of tha most polished and elagant of his 
comic pieces, IIe has accomplished the difficnlt task of wedding 
Kaglish words to the sparkling music of the famous composer with ex- 
traordinary success, and has retained nearly the wholes of the original 
score. Before the xotion of the drama commences, Pablic Opinion, 
adorned with a golden lash, and personated with grace by Miss [slea 
Howard, appears before the clfttain, and announces the pact he in- 
tends to play. When the curtain is raised, the opsuing scene intro, 
duces the audience to the matrimonial relations of Orpheus and his 
wife, Kurydice, which are highly reprehansible—the lady openly ad- 
mitting her preference for Aristens, a dealer in honey, whose honsa 
faces that of Orphens, '' Music Master.” Plato (Mr. Bartleman), 
who has views of his own concerning Burydice, throws her into a mos- 
meric trance and carries her off to Hados, whither sho is followed, by 
permission of the gods, by Orphans, on tha well-known condition that 
he shall not look back after he hag indaosd his wife to follow him, 
Jupiter, who is also smitten with the charms of Karydice, follows in 
company with the other Olympian deities tothe Shades, where matters are 
farthor ambroiled by the jealousy of Juno, who is saton by Pluto, When 
tho fatal backward look has deprived Orphens of his wife, Jupiter re- 
Jents, and in the last scene, The Temple of Bacchus, tha husband and 
wife are reunited, and all the characters giva themsalves up to the do- 
lighta of wina, The execution of the vocal music, though far from 
perfoot, ia sufficiently good to render Offsnbach’s composition without 
much injusiigs to its composer, and the audienpes who will hear it a 
week hence, will hear it glven to greater advantage than it was given 
on Tuesday ayening, Mr. David Fisher, whose accomplished violin 
playing specially qnatified him to sustain the part, was the Orpheus 
and played with point and effect, Miss Lonise Keeley, with her bird 
like and almost too fluent voice, was the Karydice, The ether cha 
racters, Jupiter, Juno, Venus, and Cupid, were represented by Mr. 
William Barren, Miss Snowdon, Miss Nelly Moore, and Miss Ellen 
Woolgar, her first appearance, Ali acquitted themselves ably, and 
helped to secura the success of what ought to become a favourita ex- 
travaganza, We must not forgat to speak a word in praise of the 
band, which proved itself qnite equal to the large demand made upon 
it; nor of the extremely graceful scenery, by Messrs, O'Connor and 
G. Morris,

LYCEUM. 

A most enthusiastic recoption was given to the new version of 
Sir Walter Scott’s ‘* Bride of Lammermoor,” produced on Satarday 
evening last, under the title of «fhe Maater of Kavens wood.” 
While taking into account Certain defeats, bath in the construction 
of the piece and in the presentment of the character of Edgar by 
M. Fechter, wedo not fora moment hesitate to aceard our hearty 
praise both to the adapter and to the actor. It isa very long tims 
since—with the one exception of * Arrah ua Poyue’—a romintic 
drama of such deep and sustained interest has been yresented on 
the London stage. To those who have studied the acting of M. 
Kechter, the character of the Master of Ravenswood appears ove 
which he is specially qualified to render powerfully, and, except in 
the earlier scenes of the play, he has never appeared to greater 
advantage. What he fails to realize is the ‘ sullen” aspect of the 
character described by Sir Walter Scott, “the brooding spirit of 
some moody passion,” which had ‘ quenched the light and inge- 
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both.” From the bearing of M, Fechter in the first scene, to which 
this description of Edgar's appearance applies, we might almost 
fancy that he had not read the novel. But, apart from this objec- 
tion, his presentment of the character is finely dramatic and 
emotional, and tells with irresistible effect upon the sympathies of 
his audience. As adapted by Mr. Palgrave Simpson, the story is 
rela in nine tableaux, no salient feature of the novel being 
missed, 


nuous vivacity of youth in a countenance singularly fitted to display 


The tragic catastrophe of the * Bride of Lammermoor” 
is, of course, totally unfitted for stage representation, and a new 
catastrophe has been inverted, therefore, At the opening of the 
drama Edgar saves the lives of Lucy and her father, by shooting 
the wild bull which was on the point of destroying them, Thon 
follows the declaration of mutual love, and the plighting of a so: 
lemn troth, in spite of the warnings of the blind old peasant woman, 
Alice,andof the portentous incident of the raven falling dead at theie 
feet, presaging disaster to all of the House of Ravenswood. In 
the second tableau Edgar ia forced to fight with the impetuous 
Bucklaw, disarms him as in the novel, and introduces him into the 
partly-ruined and wholly desolate Hall of the Castle of the Wolf's 
Crag. Here, overtaken by a storm, Lucy is brought by her father 
for shelter, Edgar salutes the daughter of his foe, and the castle 
is shaken to its foundation by a thunder clap. To have been in 
consonance with the legendary spirit of the drama, the act should 
have ended here ; but it is lengthened injuriously, it seems to us, 
by the introduction of a melo-dramatic ineident altogether unwar- 
ranted by the novel—the defence of Sir William Ashton against the 
onset of a party of Jacobites, led by Bucklaw, and with whom 
Kdgar had been partially leagued. Become a gaest of Sir William 
Ashton, Edgar is banished with insult on the arrival of the imperious 
Lady Ashton, and receives the written promise of her hand from 
Lucy, Then follows the forced marriage with Bucklaw, the ar- 
rangements of which are interrupted by the return of Edgar, and 
result in the madness of Lucy, From this point the adapter has 
been obliged to depart from the original. Led involuntarily by 
the spirit of old Alice, who has suddenly died, Kdgar follows on 
the steps of the bridal party and reaches the chapel of Ravenswood 
Castle in time to bear Luey off insensible from the ateps of the 
altar. Iie flies with her to the sea-shore, at the foot of the Wolf's 
Crag. For a moment her reason returns ; she recognises her lover, 
and then falls dead in his arms. The bridal party reach the spot, 
only to see Edgar rush with her on to the Kelpie's Flow, the fatal 
quicksand, into which he sinks as the sea rises with the lashing of 
a bursting thunder storm, thus fulfilling the prophecy of Thomas 
the Rhymer : 
“When the last Laird of Ravenswood to Ravenawood shall ride, 

And woo a dead maiden to be hia bride, 

He shall stable his stesd in the Kelpie’s Flow 

And his name shall be lost for evermoe.” 
The penultimate line of which is altered by Mr, Palgrave Simpson 
into 
“ He shall find his last bed in tho Kelpie’s Flaw,” 


To M. Fechter, as Edgar, and Miss Carlotta Leclereq, as Lucy 
Ashton, the chief honours of the performance are due, Miss 
Leclercq plays with a breadth and intensity of pathos exceeding all 
she has hitherto displayed, Her portrayal of the mute suffering 
under which her miad at last gives way, is a piece of exquisite 
acting, and was greeted, as it deserved to be, with enthusiastic 
applause. ‘The Ualeb Balderatone of Mr. 8. Emery is an admirably 
drawn character, completely the dayoted old servant—~at once hu 
morous and pathetic—of the novel, Mr, Hermann Vezin, as 
Hayston of Bucklaw, plays with spirit, but fails to render to the 
full the scapeyrace devil-may-care character of the novelist, With 
the character of Cravengelt some liberties have been taken by the 
adapter, and more by the actor, Mr, H, Widdicombe, for the 
purpose of making a comic part; no harm is done by this, and the 
end thoroughly attained, My, G. Jordan plays Sir William Ashton 
with quiet foree, the strong-minded Lad Kithon being rendered by 
Miss Riewarsay most effectively, The A Spartans character of the 
old blind woman, Alice, ig played by Mra, Ternan with atriking 
power; and, upon the whole, the as minor characters are well 
sustained. Throughout the piece the grouping of the characters has 
been arranged with admirable taste and pictorial skill, Of the 
scenery, painted by Mr, ‘I. Grieve, we may fairly aay that it is 
beautiful in the extrema, one scene at least-—the Kelp e's Plow— 
surpassing in grandeur and truthfulness to nature any we have eyer 
seen upon the stage, At the end of every tableau the pringipal 
performers were called—in geveral cases, twice—and, on the eon- 
clusion of the piece, the gnnoungement of its repetition was raceiyed 
with unmistakeable enthusiasm, 


NEW ROYALTY, 


Compelled suddenly, under circumstances ta which we alluded soma 
weeks back to substitute ‘f Prometheus, or Phe Man on the Rook,” 
for the advertised burlesque of ** Sapho, or Tha Woman on the Rock,” 
by Mr, #, ©, Barnand, the manager of this theatre may be congratu- 
lated on the really good makeshift he has bean able to produce, It 
is the work Mr. R. Reeca, and was received with unmiatakeable favour 
by the audience assembled to try its merits on boxing night. Con- 
structed on the most approved plan of ‘classical burlesque,” the piece 
is not deficient in any of the more important regards of grace, liveli- 
ness and humour. The puns are not of that wildly tortured kind 
made familiar by the thousand and one examples of Messrs. Byron and 
Burnand, they ara, however, by no means scant in number or wanting 
in smartness of turn, and they find smart utterance on the lips of Miss 
Fanny Reaves and Miss Lydia Maitland, who anstain the prominent 
parts of Prometheus and Apollo, How it came to pass that Prometheng 
offended Jove and got chained to a crag of Mount Cauoasns, with an 
eagle set to pick at his vitals continually, isa matter of far less conae. 
quenes to the audisace, for the most part, than that Veans should be 
represented by a very pratty woman, aa she isin tho New Royalty 
burlesque, by Misa Nelly Burton, and that the rest of tha Olympian 
court are pleasant to see and otaerwise amusing company; therefore it 
does not matter one pin whether it was really Pandora, or, according 
to Mr. Reece, Outis, the mother of Prometheus, who visited him on 
his rock with a box from which eseapsd all the © ills that flesh is heir to," 
the closed Jid only keeping back “hope.” With or without warrant 
from Lampriere, Ontis, as reprasonted by Mr. Bentley, is one of the 
funniest persouages in the drama, and as such is as welcome as if she 
came with the warranty of Exchylus himself to introduce ber. Miss 
Fanny Reeves, in a line of business new to her as far as we kuaw, 
played the character of Promethens with a great deal of force and 
sang, 48 Was to haves heen expscted, better than the ran of burlesque 
actresses. Sha danced also with great spirit, As Apollo, Miss Lydia 
Maithind is as dashing as ever she has boen in the New Royalty 
burlesques, with which her name is associated; we only regret that 
the author should have condemned her to smoke cigars during the 
greater part of the piece, a totally uncalled for piece of vulgarity. 
The seonery by Mr. H. Cuthbert, is extremely bright and pretty, and 
was deservedly applauded, Altogether, this burlesque, produced under 
disadvantageous circumstances, ig highly creditable to all concerned, 
and will prove, we fancy, attractive for many weeks to come,

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AQUATICS. 
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THE PROPOSED INTERNATIONAL MATOH BETWEEN 
KELLEY AND HAMILL. 

The New York ag et of the 16th inst., which we have just received, 
inserts Kelley's reply to tho challenge of Hamill, the American 
Champion. Woe are not at present in possession of Hamill’s answer, 
but trust that he will accopt one or more of the races proposed by 
Kelley, the purport of whose reply was worded as follows ;— 

“Harry Kelley, of Putney, has read in the New York Clipper a 
challengo from James Hamill, which he so far accepts, as follows :— 
That Harry Kelley will row James Hamill five miles straight ahead 
on one'day, and two miles and one half to a stake-boat and two miles 
and one-half return on the following day, for £250 each race; or he 
will row Hamill five milos straight ahead only or two miles and one 
half to a stake-boat and two miles and one half return, for £250. The 
race or races Must come off over the English Championship Course, on 
the river Thames, betweon Putney and Barker’s rails, and Kelley will 
allow Hamill £100 for his expenses of visiting this country. Asa proof 
that Kelley is in earnest, be has already staked £250 to make a mateh 
on the above conditions. If this offer be not accepted, Kelley docs not 
wish for more paper war, and he will not, thorefore, take further notico 
of any future challenge emanating from Hamill.” 

The New York Clipper endoavours to find fault with Kelley’s very 
reasonable offer, and comments as followa:— Without wishing to 
influence Hamill in any way, we would remark that not only does 
Kelley decline to row Hamill in thia country, but he does not accept the 
latter's offer, a8 mado, to row in England. It will be seen from 
Alamill’s card that, in agroeing to row the match in England, he 
(Hamill) stipulated that ho should be allowed tio privilege of choosing 
the course thore, ‘his, it will be seen, Kelley altogether ignores, and 
makes it an express condition, before he will row Hamill even on 
British wators, that ‘the raco or races mnst como off over the English 
Ohampionship Course, on the river Thames.’ ‘This, to say the least of 
it, ia an unfair condition. Kelley knows every course in England; he 
understands the currents of each, the usual condition of the waters of

SHORT HINTS FOR ORIGKNTERS FROM THE 
ANTIPODES. 

Wo have received our files of Sydney papers, As our own country- 
mon on the other side of the world, are now in the height of the cricket 
season, wo give the following excellent hints, extracted from Bell's 
Life in Sydney, which our cricketers at home may siudy over the 
Christmas fire, while their Australian brethren aro enjoying the 
** noble game” on the green sward of their adopted country :— 
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to the other side, move into the line in which it will return, to ba 
up and save an overthrow. 

In fielding at leg and cover-point, remember that tho ball has a spin, 
which, together with the original impetus, will cause it to break con- 
siderably.

DRURY LANE. 

The Pantomime of Messrs. E. L. Blanchard and William Bever- 
ley—for a combination of the talents of those geutlemen is essentially 
requisite for the due concoction of a Drury Lane Christmas piece — 
may be pronounced anew success added to the already long list of their 
great saccesses. Little King Pippin, or Harlequin Fortunatus and 
the Magic Purse and Wishing Cap” id one of the neatest pieces, in 
point of construction, Mr, Blanchard has yet produced, He has, as 
the title implies, wedded two stories. The first scene introdaces the 
spectator to the Temple of Mammon, the deity of which (Mr. Henri 
Drayton) is surrounded by a crowd of votaries. The goddess Fortune 
pays him a visit, and bags of him the gift of the Inexhanstible Parse, 
with the view of giving it to Fortunatus, one of her own worsuippers, 
and testing the question whether happiness is parchaseable with gold. 
In this scene Mammon. sings capitally a song in praise of money, 
The scene which follows is called the “ Haunt of Fancy,” on the sam- 
mit of Mount Olympus, An enormous rock is represented, down the 
side of which a long procession of fairies, picturesqnely clad, descend, 
the action including a gratid ballet, led by Miss Clara Morgan. The 
story of Fortunatus then commences, The father of the hero, Out- 
atelbo (Mr, G,. Belmore), is an unsuccessful merchant trading at 
Famagosto, in tlie Island of Cypras, Under the hard necessities of 
their lucklesa case, he and his wife Gloriana (Mr. G. Weston) are 
compelled to perform the most menial offices of their poverty-stricken 
household, and provoke abundant laughter by their genuinely panto- 
mimical inode of doing it, Oatatelbo has just cleaned his door-steps, 
and washed his face with a mop, when his son, Fortunatns (Miss 
Atigusta Thompson), returns from his studies at the College of Cypras, 
and, on hearing how matters atand at home, wishes to take service 
under the Dake of Flanders, Bras de Foo (Mr. F. Barsby), whose shop 
happens to be in the port, undergoing repairs; but Bras de Foo 
declines to have anything to do with him, At that moment King 
Pippin (Master Percy Roselle), with the magic Wishing Cap ou his 
head, appears by his side, and, being badly in want of cash, offers to 
sell hia the magic cap, which will enable him to overcome all 
difficulties of time and space. The present of the Inexhenstible 
Parse, now given him by Fortnne (Miss 2. Falconer), permits hia 
to make the purchase, King Pippin returns to his court, composed 
of some two hundred children, but finds his courtiers, who have 
been contented enough while comparatively poor, become rebel- 
lious under the inflaence of the riches he showers upon them by 
means of the magic purse. Fortunatus and he wish themsalves a 
thousand miles away, and the magic wishing-cap, in an instant, 
transports them to Flanders, to the Court of Bras de boo, There For- 
tunatos finds that a tournament is to be held, at which the prize 
is to be the Duke’s daughter, Agrippinn (Miss Rose Laclerea), 
and determines to enter the lists in the hope of winning her. Unfor- 
tunately, lia father and mother in their poverty, have entered the 
Duke's household as servants, and recoynise him openly. Bras de 
Foo refuses to give his daughter to tha son of two of his own menials, 
but with a turn of the wishing-cap Forttinatns, King Pippin, now 
become his pageyand the falr Agtiploa are carcied throngh the 
clouds towards the last, and of course, most splendid scene, the 
“Fairy Factory of the Wheels of Mortune," This is preeisely one of 
these dreamlike splendours of thé stage, for which Mr. Williaut 
Beverley seems to bave a spectul oreative faculty, and of whieh no 
written description can give anything like a antistactory impression. 
On its first exbibition it was received with & perfect storm of applause, 
the painter being euthusiasticallyfcalled upon the stage, as he had 
been for the earlier scene of “The Haont of Fancy.” The acting of 
the introduction was in the highest degree excallont, as might have 
heen expected, from tha actors engaged in it presentation. As King 
Pippin, Master Peruy Roselle, in particular, played with extraordinary 
dramatic power, in facet, like a highly accomplished actor sae through 
the medinm of a diminishing glavs, The harlequinade, snatained by 
Moessra.

There was a 
gpecitl advantage in the subject, which, 10 doubt, weighed heavily on 
the side of preference, even if there were any objections to be consi- 
dered.

nights—is a story of charming intrigue, as innocuous as ane of Madame 
Danoi’s fairy tales; but, told in plain Euglish, even the delicious 
“La ci darem” would very likely taste a little too strong of heartless 
profligacy to be eujoyable in ‘mixed society.” It needs, therefore, 
precisely the exquisite delicacy and refined tact so conspicuous in the 
burlesque assumptions of Miss Marie Wilton to ensure the rendering 
of the good-for- nothing, charming, wicked and witty rake, ‘ without 
offence.” That she succeeds in making Don Giovanni a perfectly 
presentable personage—and that without sacrificing any of the reck- 
less joyousness that belongs to the character—need scarcely be said 
to those who are familiar with her acting, She presents perfectly the 
description of the character given by the author—‘‘a pocket edition 
of Lover, always in debt, in love, in spirits, and invincible.” Sure of 
the treatment which his ‘dangerous character’ would receive, Mr. 
Byron has not troubled himself to reconstruct the well-known story, 
except with regard to the disposition of his character, at the end, when 
the ghost of the Commendatore is restored to the ill-fated Donna 
Elvira (Miss 8. Larkin), his wife of long before, but, ad interim, 
the cara sposa of Don Giovanni. One entirely original character~ 
and the most prominent in the piece—is that of a Spanish Inspector 
of Police, played with thorough burlesque gasto by Mr. H.W. 
Montzomery. The special business of this model representative of 
all the talents of Scotland Yard is to capture Don Giovanni; but the 
most he ever Succeeds in seizing is a very little street-boy, whom he 
bears off in great triumph. Leporello, whom the author describes as 
‘more funkey than flunkey,” is played by Mr, J. Clarke with enough 
of comic timidity to keep the audience jn rours, Zerlina is persona- 
ted by Mr. Hare, whose “ make up”? as a Spanish peasant-girl is 
extremely artistic, and who plays with alteraations of gentle simplicity 
and fiery vehemence that laughably justify the forebodings of her 
lover, ‘* Massetto” (Miss Fanuy Josephs), as to the joys of wedlock 
with such a bride. Miss Hughes isthe ‘* Donna Anna?—Don Pedro’s 
daughter, a lady with a high voice, high breeding, and high temper 
—in fact, the daughter of a Hi-dalgo, Dolores, Inez, and Terasita 
are represented by Misa A. Wilton, Miss B, Wilton, and Miss Louisa 
Weston, with charms enough to captivate not only a Spanish 
Tnspector of Police, bat a whole division of the ‘ Force’—nay, we 
will go so far as to say three divisions—the A B and L, to wit. 
Don Pedro, the Commendatore, ‘killed in the first scene and 
re-wived in the last,” was cleverly played by Mr. Tindall, whose 
rigidity as the statue so far threw the audience off its guard that 
when, ut last, he moved,he caused a number of persons in various parts 
of the house to start aud ubter an involuntary exclamation of surprise, 
Particular commendation is hardly needed with reference to a perfor- 
mance in which every part was well sustained, Of the writing we 
may fairly say that it is equal, in point of humour and sparkle, to 
any of Mr, Byron’s late burleaques, The selection of the music 
we are inclined to think somewhat less happy than that of other piecea 
of his—too difficult for the means of the singers who have to execute it ; 
itis jusb, however to add that it hos been adapted withgreat taste by the 
very clovor chef d’orehestre, Mr. Van Maanen, ‘The scenery, painted 
by Mr, Charles 8. James, is marked by those artistic qualities which 
have distinguished his works under the present management } and he 
was called upon the stage to receive from the crowded audiendé the 
direct expression of their admiration of his closing scene, “ The 
Winter Garden of the Obristaas Fairies,” 
ASTLEY’S, 

Mr. B. T. Smith’s ‘Children’s Pantomime” this year is called 
* Harlequin ‘om, ‘Tom, the Piper's Son, Pope Jown and Little 
Bo-peep} or, Old Daddy Lony-legs and the Pig that went to 
Market and the Pig that Stayed at Home.” The various legends 
indicated in the title are interWoven in the story, with the addition, 
even, of a few others of similar kind, and, so far ay the story goes, 
must be confessed the result is somewhat indistinct. The idea, 
however, has evidently beet to get as much display, scenic and 
otherwise, as was posible ont of the multifarious materials suggested 
by the amalyamised stories, father than & consiatent aud well 
digested plot ; atid this has certainly been done, Almost every scare 
of the opening is devoted to the marshalling or massing of troops of 
all kinds of persons and things; aud while thesé various marshallings 
and groupings are taking place, the story, such as it is, is allowed 
to stund still, ‘Chis treatinent, however, though fatal to excellence in 
pantomime, as, indeed, to excellenes in most other forms of dramatic 
composition, thay yet be the thing when a Children’s Pantomime” 
is desiderated, Mesars, Brew’s scenery and the grouping and dressing 
of the various cohorts of animate, ijanimate, and semi-animate pau- 
tomime sprites aud imonsters, is ta its lavishness and brilliangs 
the very thing to enchain thé wonder and admiration of 
the juvenile mind, Of the former, “The Submarine Retreat of 
Mother of Pearl,” and the transformation scene, ‘‘ A. Coral Reef,” 
must be instanced, The transformation ecene, we think, haa never 
been surpaesed for brilliancy aud the judicious grouping of the many, 
some forty, we should think, Of the female figures, ‘I'he suspension 
on wires of such of the ladies of the ballet as was necessitated by 
the exigencies of this scene, Was much less palpable, and, therefore, 
much less painful, than it usually ig, The evolvement of this scene, 
ia work of some ten minates, thoroughly roused the enthu-iasm of 
the audience, and procured for Messrs. Brew and KE. 'T. Smith a 
very hearty call, The next most successful feataces of the opening, 
were the acting of Misa Caroline Parkes, as the hero, Tom, Tom, 
the Piper's Son, and of Little Nelly Sinith, as tha Fairy Teeny Tiny. 
The acting of Mr, Russell, 43 Ganmer Gray, Tom, ‘tom's mother, 
and the pantomime and dancing of M, Milano, as Young Longlegs, 
were next in point of promiuence, Meydames H, Pelham and 
Nesbet, and Messrs. Atkins and Templetoa have very poor parts, 
The Marlequinade, the invention of Mr. Rowella, the Clown (the 
opening is supposed to be by Mr. Greenwood), is considerably above 
the average ; aud Mr. Rowelle himself is so far above the average 
clown, that we have no hesitation in saying he is the best now on 
the London boads, He is an exceedingly neaé dancer and acrobat, 
bat that is, in our eyes, the least of his merits, He is humoroua, 
and clowns it most divertingly. With some better contrived 
business—though, as we have said, that pertaining to this panto- 
time is above the average-—he could enchain his audiencs (his 
grown up audience) in a manner rarely done by clowns lately.

As Blue Beard, Mr. Giovan- 
nelli is the very fiercest of tyrants, and has for a Fatima the most fasci- 
nating of young ladies in Miss Nanny Gwynne, who in turn has for 
a sister Ann the most excruciating female ever beheld in Mr. J. 
Taylor. Miss Aunié Bonnett and Louisa Collier are the two brothers, 
Eastern editions of Dandreary and Brother Sam, and Miss Eliza 
Hamilton, sustains a character entitled Prince Magenta, 
hitherto unknown to fame, in the most fascinating manner. We 
may here explain that this remarkably handsome Prince is 
the lovér of Fatima, and plays no inconsiderable part in the 


pieces. The transformation scone is full of beauties, It is 
called, “The Golden Temple of Triumph, and Gorgeous Pa- 
lace of Beauty.” It consists of a large crystalline dome

‘I’o enjoy one, we presented ourselves on Boxing day at 
half an hour after midday at the entrance of the Standard ‘lheatre, 
where was announced for representation the pounysongieal, boiler- 
bustical, never-approachable, comico Christmas Pantomime, entitled 
“ Pat.a-Oake, Pat-a-Cake, Baker's Man; or, Harlequin Bah! Bah! 
Black Sheep, Have you any Wool?” We presame that the Baker's 
Man had fatled to sufficiently pat the cakes, or that Black Sheop had 
not accumulated the given three bags full of wool, or that something 
or somebody was not ready, for the clock of the Eastern Counties 
Railway indicated the hour of two before the doors were thrown open, 
A shrewd notion of the appoarance of the exterior of the theatre may 
be obtained when wo state that the Shoreditch crowd began to 
assomble shortly after eleven and that it continued to increase until 
the moment of opening arrived, Such “chaff” and “goings on” 
could only be seen and heard on a Boxing day, and we have no doubta 
the inhabitants of the immediate neighbourhood heard announced 
that the rush to the gallery had commenced, for such “ hullabaloo,” 
bonnetting, tbe | and wild Indian war dancing has but 
seldom been witnessed in the public streets. Within the house the 
consumption of oranges and porter was tremendous, for Shoreditch had 
been cheated of its dinner and required something to sustain the inner 
man, The wait before the commencement of the overture was most 
trying to the patience of the gods, and they expressed their disgust 
in the most enipbatic mannor.

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HOW ‘THE SALMON GROW. 


At first he is very shy, lying perfectly 
still under arched stones, growing; he is 
rarely visible.to the naked eye before July, 
by which time he has becomo a parr, or 
fingerling, something like a small brook 
trout, but lighter in build, marked with a 
number of darker bars on his side. He now 
begins to rise ata fly, and to make a deadly 
bait for big river trout. We need not say 
that it is illegal to use him for this pur- 
pose, though it is a sore temptation when 
no baitis to be had buat a rotten garvie. 
In this state, preserving a size of leas than 
aix inches (we ones saw One on the river 
Teigo between eight and vine, but that is 
exceedingly rare), he remains for one or 
two yoars, But, after fourteen months, or 
elas Gne year and fourteen months, count- 
ing from his hatching, a great change 
comes ovor him; his mottled sides become 
coated with bright silver scales, and he 
turna to all intents and purposes into a 
walmon of six. inches long; he is now 
called a smolt in Scotland; in England a 
rulmet, or collectively, salmon fry. He 
uow in his little brain (oh mystery of mys- 
tories !) feela that something must be done 
—ihat this pleasant suimer weather, these 
sweet stone flies, and all must be left for 
unknown perils. He quits, the pleasant 
stream, where he has been bred, and, 
heading seawards, ia lost to human ken in 
the ocean. What ho does there no man 
knows. With regard to this question, 
** How Jong does your smolt remain in the 
#ea until he comes back a prilse of six to 
eight pounds?” the answer is, ‘* Nobody 
knows.” You are allowed a latitude of 
twelve months. He either comes back in 
threo months or in fifteen. However, ho 
does come back, which is @ great fact. 
Hore he is at last, having felt along the coast 
until he pot the taste of the highly-oxyge- 
nated Jand waterin his gills; here he is, 
escaped from all the innumerable dangers: 
of the deep sea, on the bar abreast of the 
town, waiting until tho fresh water driving 
back the salt shall tell his queer concen- 
trated little mind, dully, aa ina dream of a 
foregone, half-forgotten life, yet surely too, 
that there is water enough over the ahallow- 
eat, bur to bear him wp into the pleasantest 
old hannte, under tho hazel and alder 
shadows, and that his love will meet him 
there. When the first flood comea down 
he goes up. Weighing six or eight pounds, 
hoecomes back duly, and works up stream ; 
Home have paid av much as twelve miles 
nday; but to tind out the truth of that, 
we must) follow? Mr, Ruseell’a hint and 
send some one under water for six months, 
He goes sondding awiftly over the shallows

funoy of his certainly brings knowledge, 
but, as in tho great case, toa late), from 
Kom reason Or anothor, he, during there 
rests. of his, gets the habit, more fatally 
developed in Jater life, of anapping at, 
and trying to cat things apparently alive 
and organic, but which in reality are but 
meére Frankonstein monsters of shreda and

flies, the makers of which steer so sin- 
gularly clear of the second commandment.

large muster at Mr. Jones's grounds, many members of the Turf, as 
well as professionals and amateurs, being present, the latter more 
especially showing their interest in the success of there confrere, 
Both the gentleman and the pedestrian had taken the best care of 
themselves, Mr, A. P. having, in tho first instance, had the judicious 
advice of Harry Androws, and for the last two weeks Dan Thomas, to 
give the finishing touch, by whom ho was brought to the post “ as fit 
ag a fiddle.” Riley had for his mentor Bill Price, and took his breath- 
ings at Buckhurst-hill, under the immediate guidance of Hatley, aided 
by his brother Jom, and they, too, brought their man out in the first 
of condition, Riley is 25 years of age, weighod 9st 12lb, ia of the 
greyhound breed, is Jong and lathy, and stands within a trifle of 5 feot 
10 inches. He was first brought into notoriety by winning a handi- 
cap at Sheflield, and has also figured with great success in the various 
races which have taken placo at Hackney-wick. Mr. A. P. is much 
leas than his opponent, being only 5 feet 4 inches high, weighs 7st 8lb, 
and is 25 years of age. Among the company present were many 
members of the Ring, and Tom King and others speculated largely 
upon the event, The articles, which were of a stringent character, 
wore carried out to tho letter, and no one, with the exception of the 
referee and umpires, wers allowed upon the ground, the running course 
being in most excellent order.

“LORD DUNDREARY” IN OOURT,.AOTION AGAINST 
i MR. BOTHERN, 

On Saturday, in the Queen’s Bench, wag tried a case, Swanborough 
v. Sothern. 

Tt was an action brought by the lessee of the Prince of Walea's 
Theatro, Birmingham, against Mr, Sothern, the celebrated actor, for 
the non-performance of a contract he had made to play for seventeen 
nights at this theatre, 

It appeared, from tho statement of Mr. Ballantine, that Mr. Sothern 
had engaged to give his services to the plaintiff for the period named, 
When the night of the ongagement arrived, Mr, Sothern stated that, 
owing to ill healtb, he was unable to fulfil his contract. ‘Tho loss sus- 
tained was about £600, 

Mr. Bwanborough, said that when the engagement was made ho 
went to great expense in posting Birmingham and district announcing 
it. In fact he made every effort to render the visit a great success. The 
scenery specially prepared for “ Brother Sam” cost about £130. ‘There 
were other special scones also prepared. Mr, Sothern was to take half the 
gross receipts, and witness was to pay the exponaes out of his balf. He 
received s telegram in September from Mr. Sothern, to the effect that, 
hot. being ‘properly advertised, the engagement was null and void, To 
this he (witness) replied that he wag thoroughly woll advertised, On 
the morning of the day the performance was to commence, Mr. 
Sothern’s agent arrived in Birmingham - bnt Mr. Sothern had not 
arrived when it was time for “ David Garrick” to come on. He found 
Mr. Sothern outside the theatre in a cab, He then came into the 
manager's room, but said he could not possibly appear, being so 
hoarse. Ho (witness) then asked him to go with him before the 
curtain; buthe replied, “ I will not make ay exhibition of myself for 
you or anybody olse.”"—Mr. Newton (witness's manager) said, 
“Surely you ought to have somo sympathy with Mr. Swanborough,’ 
and ho replied, ** [have no sympathy with Mr, Swanborough’s theatre 
—my sympathy is with myself.” Tthen gaia «Will you or will you 
not make anapology to the audionce?” Hg gaid * No.” 1 waa com- 
polled, in consequence, to apologise to the audience. Mr. Sothern 
certainly appeared to have a good Voice at the time. ‘There was great 
discontent amongst the audience. He saw Mr. Sothern the next day 
at his house, He said, ‘‘ lam very glad you Lave come. Tam going 
to bring an action against you.” He added that he would not play 
under that engagement if it cost him £1,000, and said “ Fechtor and 
Barnett have got over you to burke my engagement.” Witness re- 
plied, “Sochorn, how can that be possible ? [am more interested in 
the engagement than you are, inasmuch ag | haye gone to & great ex- 
pense and have to pay all the salaries out of my half, and you take 
clear half yourself.” “Mr. Sothern performed for five nights. The 
houses were not by any means good. My, Sothern then said that the 
best plan would be to “! paper the house,” ff» also took a walle with 
him through tho town, to show that he wag there. On thesixth night 
the defendant said “A paper house wag yot like & playing house ; 
there is always a coolness about it.” On the following day he said he 
was tooill to play.

GQNATS, 


We suppose that fow of our readers are aware that the troublesome 
little insects which are variously called gnats and mosquitoes are 
acquatic in the earlier stages of their life. ‘The following ¢ escription 
which we borrow from Les Metamophoses des Insectes, by M. Maurice 
Girard, Vico President of the French Entomological Society 
will be read with Interest:—The gnats which we see play- 
ing by myriads over rivers or ponds in the last rays of 
the departing sun need only to be closely watched 
to see the females one after another alighting on tho surlace of some 
floating body, or even of the water itself, and there laving a long train 
of eggs, ending in points at both extremities, and gradually growing in 
bulk towards the middle. This raft of eggs is left to the care of the waves 
aud the genial warmth of the sun; and in the course of two days curious 
larve make their appearance, in the shape of a minute fish, with a long 
and transparent body, a big head, and blask eyes. They haunt stag- 
nant water, get into watering casks, and other receptacles of the 
kind. If the water be stirred or disturbed in any way, thoy will fly 
off in all directions, skipping abont with great agility. They have 
no legs, but short hairy antenne with which they row about. ‘The 
Jast ving of their body carries a tube, by means of which the 
breathe, In the course of about three weeks this larvi casts its kin 
thres or four times. The dorsal region of the thorax protudes out of 
the water; tho skin shrivels up and splits open, and through the 
aperture the larvw makes its escape, leaving the old skin floating on 
the surface, Tho last metamorphosis is radical; there is a 
complete change of form; the thorax ia broad, and puited 
up with air; the abdomen is bent double and provided with 
flaps, which enable the creature to swim about. Tho nymph 
thus transformed rises to the surface of the water unfolds 
its tail, aud its thorax then swells and splits open between the two 
respiratory horns with which it is provided. The skin of 
the nymph now becomes a sort of skin, in the centre ot 
which we perceive the head of the full-grown gnat 
which soon rises up vertically like a mast. The tiny craft turns and 
turns in the breeze without filling or capsizing. 'The legs and wings 
now become unfolded, the former find a footing on the water, and the 
latter are spread out aa sails, to catch the soft breeze which is to 
waft the little mariner to tho bank; bat any violent gust will infal- 
libly consign him to an untimely grave.
